Exemplary support for newly 
added claims 68 and 69 is found in the specification on page 17, lines 20-31. Exemplary 
support for newly added claims 70 and 71 is found in the specification on page 11, lines 1-11. 
Exemplary support for newly added claims 72-74 is found in the specification on page 17, 
lines 9-10. 

A detailed listing of all claims that are, or were, in the application, irrespective of 
whether the claims remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an 
appropriate defined status identifier. 

Upon entry of this Amendment, claims 63-74 will be pending in the application.
